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THE. EONG VIEW OF THE RECLAMATION PROBLEM 


Promise of a fight by western congressmen to put over the re- 
qubliean pelicy of expanded reclamation comes as encouraging news. 

The whole question of development in the west is apt to be- 
come pressing during the next few years, and it is very gratifying 
that President Coolidge is to have an actual working majority of 
regular republicans in congress. The country now faces four tre- 
mendous problems of development. They are: 

1. Superpower in the industrial west. 

2. Inland waterways for transportation in the north central 


Muscle Shoals in the south and 

4. The Colorado river development. 

What President Coolidge thinks about the matter is amply set 
forth in the following, a preelection article in the democratic New 
York Times: 

That President Coolidge takes the proper and long view of 
reclamation of arid lands is clear from his letter to the American 
Mining Congress. To those who have expressed the belief that irri- 

gation and reclamation projects merely increase agricultural com- 
plete: He is thinking not so much of today, or of a temporary 
over-production of certain farm products, as he is of the need of 
using to the full the available water power so that the nation may 
have the benefit of greater hydro electric development: and the peo- 
ple:in the regions of the water sites may have a greater abundance 
of hontie’ products. 
oad ‘* "Fhe president mentions two reclamation projects, one in the 
Sacramento river valley and the other embracing the entire problem 
Of iatfiessing the Colorado river system. This latter, which affects 
the interests of seven states, has presented legal and political diffi- 
culties greater even than the engineering. A survey of the entire 
Colorado fiver, from its origin at the junction of the Grand and 
the Green rivers to its mouth at the head of the Gulf of California, 
has been completed by the federal authorities and suitable dam sites 
chosen: This work involved the highly dangerous voyage down the 
Giand Canyon which the party sent out by the geological survey 
accomplished successfully last year. Theirs was one of the few ex- 
*peditions to go through the hundreds of miles of torrential rapids 
‘Of the Colorado without a mishap: It is about fifty years since the 
first expedition headed by Major Powell, ventured into this great 
rift in the earth made by the Colorado river. 

While the surveyors were meeting incredible personal hard- 
ships the federal government endavored to induce the seven states 
concerned to sign a treaty regulating their respective rights and 
obligations. This proved an even more formidable task; one state 
still réfuses te agree. From a legal point of view the question .is 
complicated by the lack of clarity as to the rights of states in in- 
terstate waters. Politically, it is complicated by the unwillingness 
of some of the leaders to forfeit what they believe to be the special 
rights: of their state, even in the interest of the general welfare. 

Supposing this question to. be satisfactorily settled, it will still 
be many years before the project is actually in operation. Numer- 
ous conflicting interests will be certain to appear in connection with 
the on:particular sites. The actual construction alone will reo 
quire many years. Some of the sites are in country which is almost. 
inaccessible: It-stands to reason, therefore, that there is little danger 
‘of increasing over-production in the near future even if work be 
started on such reclamation projects tomorrow. On the contrary 

it is more than likely that these developments will. hardly keep pace. 
with the growth of the country. P
